Help from America 


A month ago yesterday Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt was elected to a third term of 
office as President of the United States. 
One of the “ planks”’ in his election ‘‘ plat- 
form’’ was a promise of sustained and 
augmented help to Great Britain. His 
Republican opponent, Mr. Wendell Willkie, 
had made a similar promise; and, since 
presidential candidates do not choose to 
fly in the face of their constituents, . we 
may be confident that “help for Britain” 
represents the general feeling in the United 
States. The form and extent of such help 
have become a burning question. Some 
time before the elections it was urged 
before the Senate in Washington that 
Great Britain’s cash resources—or, rather, 
her hoidings of American securities—were 
bound to run dry sooner or later, and 
that, unless the United States should 


consent to relax the ‘‘cash and carry” 


legislation in her favour, a time must 
come when Britain would be unable to 
buy. The Senate deferred consideration of 
this proposal. During the last week or so, 
however, it has been raised again, notably 
by certain newspapers; and there is good 
reason to believe that the whole problem 
of British-American relations is being dis- 
cussed eagerly behind the scenes. To lend 
or not to Jend—that appears to be the 
question. Mr. Jesse Jones, who, as Federal 
Ioan Administrator, is a person of very 
great importance, refuses to say, whether 
he favours the granting of credits to 
Britain; he believes that, as a potential 
borrower, she is “a good risk,” but, when 
asked if the Johnson Act, which forbids 
America to lend money to States which 
have defaulted on their war debt, ought to 
be repealed, he answered: ‘‘ Not now.” 
President Roosevelt’s Government is not 
yet entirely sure of its footing, and is 
playing for safety. Nobody can doubt that 
credit will be granted to Great Britain 
as soon as she needs it, but the Americans 
are by no means satisfied that she needs 
it yet. The necessary information will be 
forthcoming before long; for a representa- 
tive of the British Treasury is arriving in 
America—if, indeed, he has not arrived 
already—to lay his country’s cards on the 
American table. Meanwhile, an important 
committee, composed of financial and 
military “'chiefs,” has been meeting in 
Washington. It presumiably will confer 
with the British representative within the 
next day or so, and, on the basis of his 
report, will decide whether future trans- 
actions will be on the basis of credit or of 
cash. In either event, the chance of any 
“hitch” in the supply of American arms 
to Britain is extremely small. Public 
opinion in her favour is far too strong. 

Public opinion, in fact, is ahead of 
American industry. Only a short while 
ago the Government announced that no 
fewer than 12,000 aeroplanes were being 
sold to Great Britain. Yet already ths 
cry is heard that 12,000 aeroplanes are not 
enough, and that, if the United States 
genuinely wants to help, she must do a 
great deal more. Some time, of course, 
must elapse before the factories can adjust 
themselves to the colossal demand that is 
being made upon them, and the still more 
enormous demand that will be made as the 
months advance. British contracts with 
the United States already amount to 
£625,000,000, and are expected to reach 
the £1,000,000,000 mark by the end of this 
year. Dealings of this order are bound 
to impose a severe strain on the resources 
of even such wealthy nations as Great 
Britain and the States. Many American 
factories are working day and night to 
satisfy the British demand; many new 
factories are being built; and still the 
demand grows. We must remember that 
it is not only the British Government and 
people who desire American war materials: 
the Americans themselves want them. At 
the beginning of this war the United States 
was, for her size and population, a weak 
country. Her navy alone was really for- 
midable: her air force was small, in com- 
parison with that of several European 
States, and her army was microscopic. 
Herr Hitler’s progress has taught her a 
sharp lesson, and she has made up her 
mind to attend to the condition of her own 
defences. A measure of conscription has 
been introduced, and every branch of her 
fighting services is being brought up to 
unprecedented strength. This reinforce- 
ment will take time, and in the meanwhile 
her concern is to ensure that Great Britain 
shall not falter through lack of supplies. 
The people, by all reports, are determined 
to avoid war to the last possible moment, 
but, short of an actual expeditionary force, 
they clearly propose to send all the assist- 
ance in their power across the Atlantic. 
As America sees it, her own salvation lies 
in a British victory; her statesmen have 
made no secret of the fact that they regard 
the British Navy as their country’s outer- 
most line of defence, and, when they help 
Great Britain, they fight their own battle. 
Doubtless, still more substantial help would 
be arriving at English and Scottish ports 
if Japan were not creating diversions in 
the Pacific—the fifty destroyers even might 
have been augmented by a capital ship or 
two—but for the time being the Americans 
must keep a wary eye upon the west. As 
matters stand, their friendship with Great 
Britain is beyond value. 


The New Order 


An instrument was signed in Berlin 
yesterday which may have far-reaching 
results throughout Europe. It was a ten 
years’ agreement between Germany and 


| Rumania providing for the economic re- 


construction of the Balkan Kingdom, and 


its negotiation is stated to have originated | 


in a request from the Rumanians for 
German co-operation and support. On the 
face of it this agreement, which was signed 
by Dr. Clodius, the well-known German 
expert on economics, and Monsieur 
Gracianu, Rumania’s Minister to Ger- 
many, would seem to be an entirely one- 
Rumania gets, everything 
and gives nothing away. There are eight 
clauses. Under certain “special condi- 
tions’’—which are unspecified—Germany 


will give Rumania long-term credits in 


order that she may be able to develop her 
national economy within the framework of 
the ‘‘New Order” in Europe. Germany 


‘| will supply her partner with equipment 


and machinery which may be needed for 
the intensification and jimprovement of 
agriculture and forestry, and also will 
provide capital for purposes of marsh 
drainage and irrigation. Technica] and 
financial assistance will be forthcoming for 
“the systematic promotion of industrial 
production ” in Rumania, “within the 
framework of the ‘New Order,”” and, 
again within this framework, Germany 
will help the Rumanians, to extend their 
system of roads and railways, ai well as 
their oil pipe lines, to connect their country 
with its “natural economic markets.” In 
addition to the long-term credits, Germany 
will supply Rumania with certain capital 
sums, as well as with agricultural, 
industrial and other experts, while 
Rumanian products will be sold in the 
German market at fixed prices which will 
be independent of economic crises, and the 
importance of the Rumanian market for 
German products will be recognised. 
Finally, the German and Rumanian signa- 
tories express their satisfaction at the 
extent to which economic co-operation 
already has been achieved between the two 
countries; and for the next ten years, at 
any rate, the economic ties between 
Bucharest and Berlin will become pro- 
gressively tighter. Dr. Clodius is one of 
Germany’s principal experts on Balkan 
affairs. He has a well-earned reputation 
for shrewdness and hard bargaining; but, 
on this occasion, he seems to have acted 
with quite remarkable altruism. 

A cursory perusal of the new agreement 
would suggest that the Germans are making 
a present of prosperity to Rumania. They 
are giving her money, credits, agricultural 
and industrial experts, and an assured 
market for her products at fixed prices ; 
and they are asking nothing in return. 


Surely, here is a new departure in 
economic affairs, or is it possible 
that things are not what they 


seem to be? Everything depends on the 
meaning of the recurring phrase—‘‘ within 
the framework of the New Order in 
Europe.” At the moment precise details 
regarding this “ New Order” are not 
available. Certain preliminaries, including 
the annihilation of the British Empire, 
remain to be settled; but the leaders of 
the “ Axis” group already have made it 
perfectly clear that in the Europe of the 
future Germany and, longo intervallo, 
Italy will lead the other nations to that 
universal prosperity which awaits man- 
kind under the totalitarian system of 
political and economic philosophy. In 
order to eliminate unnecessary waste and) 
competition, Germany will supply the 
continent with its industrial needs. 
France, as already has been indicated by 
Marshal Pétain, will concentrate on her 
agricultural economy, and the Balkan 
countries will supply Germany and Italy 
with foodstuffs and certain raw materials, 
in return for which they will. receive 
manufactured goods. Every country in 
Europe will have its particular place in 
the “New Order.” Rumania’s place has 
been assigned to her by the ten years’ 
agreement. She will supply oil to the 
totalitarian States. The oil fields will be 
developed by German technicians, with 
the help of German capital; and the road 
and rail system will be reorganised so as 
to facilitate transport from Rumania to 
Germany. There is no doubt at all that 
the Rumanians, who are a rather 
lackadaisical people, will benefit as a 
result of German Leistungsfihigkeit ; 
equally, there is no doubt that their 
economic development will be wholly in 
German hands. Until the war is over, of 
course, all arrangements of this kind will 
be largely academic. The “New Order”’ 
in Europe depends entirely on a German 
victory, and a decisive victory at that.

Belfast’s Corporation 


The Belfast Corporation has refused to 
permit motion picture theatres to open on 
Sunday. It is only when a debate with 
political or religious significance—and the 
question of opening the cinemas on 
Sundays has religious significance—takes 
place in the Council Chamber in Donegall 
Square that much attention is given to 
the Belfast Corporation outside Northern 
Ireland. Yet at almost every meeting the 
councillors are deciding matters of as great 
importance as many which come before 


either the Northern Parliament or Dail | 
/Hireann. 
from the meetings of the Dublin Corpora- 


Their meetings are as different 


tion as are those of the Bray Urban 
Council from the periodic transactions of 
the Governors of the Bank of Ireland; for 
the Belfast Corporation is one of the 
biggest business concerns in Great Britain 
and Ireland. The city owns the transport 
undertakings which operate in the streets 
of Belfast ; it owns the gas and electricity 
undertakings; it has a financial interest 
in matters like dancing and other enter- 
tainments at Bellevue and Belfast Castle ; 
and it has fostered experiments with fuels, 
other than petrol, for internal combustion 
engines, to mention just one of its smaller 
enterprises. The members of the Corpora- 
tion, although they are elected on political 
“tickets,” are not the politicians whom 
one usually finds on public bodies in this 
country. They are the directors of big 
commercial and industrial undertakings, 
and the success of the tramway, gas and 
electrical services, with their profitable 
conduct at a cost to the public that makes 
the Dubliner envious, is the measure by 
which the Belfast Corporation should be 
judged. When they give a portion of their 


valuable monthly business meetings to dis- | 


cussions about Sunday cinemas and similar 
matters, the councillors are straying into 
fields of comparative flippancy. They have 
arrived at some rare decisions in their 
history, of which one of the most astound- 
ing to those who are unfamiliar with 
Northern peculiarities was the rejection 
of much useful revenue by banning liquor 
advertisements from the city’s tramcars. 
It is doubtful if such décisions are a 
reflection of the honest views of the 
majority of the “councillors. When 
political and rehgious questions—once 
again we give’a wide interpretation to 


the word “religious ’’—come before them, | 


they are subjected to the influence, if not 
the domination, of all sorts of deputations. | 


| There have been examples of the same sort 


of thing on this side of the border. In| 
the case of the cinemas debate, deputations 
from the Churches, the Orange Institution 
and other bodies, including the Salvation 
Army, expressed their opposition to the 
proposal to permit Sunday. opening; and, 
if the Corporation had decided to ignore 


the deputations’ views, there would have 


been a wave of indignation in the North. 
Belfast for the visitor is a cheerless place 
on a wet Sunday, and the soldiers now 
stationed there are denied virtually every 
sort of secular entertainment. Nevertheless, 
it seems to be the opinion of the majority 
of the people, Roman Catholic as well as 
Protestant, that there is something 
inherently wrong in organised Sunday 
entertainment for the masses, and, in these 
circumstances, the Corporation’s decision 
probably was wise.

HE most notable feature. of last night’s 
air activity was the increase in the 
intensity of the barrage guns, which kept 
the raiders at a great height. In London 
there were more machines than bombs, and 
apparently it was intended to be a nuisance 
raid, so that the guns would have to fire 
at machines which were passing over the 
metropolitan area on their way to other 
targets.

Among the buildings 
it in London by the few bombs dropped 
were business premises, houses, twocinemas, 
two public shelters and a hospital. In the 
case of the hospital only slight. damage 
was caused, and there were no casualties, 
but one of the shelters suffered badly. It 
was formerly’ a convent, which was con- 
verted into a communal shelter when the 
nuns evacuated it. Rescue squads were 
still at work to-day digging among the 
débris for people who were trapped when 
the building was struck by a high explosive 
bomb. The work of the rescuers was 
rendered more difficult by uncertainty as 
to the number of people present at the 
time, and the search for bodies had to be 
continued until the wreckage had been 
thoroughly investigated. 


Rates on Bombed Houses 


“By issuing a circular to local rating 
authorities suggesting that if a house is 
demolished by enemy action, or so badly 
damaged that it has to be pulled down, the 
liability for rates should cease from the date 
of destruction, Mr. Malcolm Macdonald 
(the Minister of Health) has taken a step 
that should end a good deal of contro- 
versy. There has been no uniformity 
among the rating authorities in different 
parts of the country on this point, but 
Mr. Macdonald has taken the common-sense 
view that, if the building is destroyed, 
rates should not have to be paid on it. 
There remains the question as to what 
should happen if the building is partly 
damaged, so that some part of it is used 
for shelter; but Mr. Macdonald’s sugges. 
tion that the rating authorities might us“ 
discretion in regard to the remission of 
rates should simplify the matter if the 
Suggestion is accorded the liberal inter- 
pretation that the Minister of Health 
intended should be given to it.

Housewives will appreciate 
the additional rations all the more hr tha 
knowledge that they are to be obtained 
without the necessity for filling in mora 
forms, since the ordinary coupons for tho 
week beginning December 16th wil! anto- 
matically be valid for double rations of 
tea and sugar. The same principle may 
be followed at intervals in the future, and 
whenever the supply of rationed com 
modities enables it to be done double 
rations may be issued without any chango 
in the normal coupons. á 


Irish Winkle Exports 


War conditions in England may enablo 
the Irish winkle export trade to ‘develop. 
There is a large demand for winkles in 
ecrtain parts of England, and in some 
places a Sunday tea without winkles would 
be regarded as a calamity, but the supply 
is falling off. It is not that the winkles 
are not here on our shores waiting to be 
caught, but the men to gather them are 
becoming fewer, as they are joining the 
crews of ships engaged on war work. and 
the few that remain find their operations 
hindered by the Defence of the Realm 
Regulations, which restrict fishing to the 
daylight hours. The Medway district of 
Kent has hitherto been the source of supply 
for winkles not only for that locality, but 
also for other parts of the country: but 
the winkles now being consumed there are 
from Fire, and the wholesalers who used 


before, 


to dea] in locally gathered winkles now 
carry on with winkles from Ireland. 


IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


The Soldier's Trousers 


One of my many old playmates on 
service with His Britannic + Majesty’s 
forces was home on leave during the week- 
end, and told me the following sad story. 

Apparently the trousers which form 
part of battle-dress may be left uncreased 
in normal circumstances. But there is a 
regulation in certain regiments that, if 
the soldier is lucky enough to find himself 
in a cosy billet where he enjoys the luxury 
of a bed—that is to say, a bed with a 
mattress—he is expected to avail himself 
of such bed for the creasing of his 
trousers, and dare not appear on parade 
without a knife-edge line running mathe- 
matically down the centre of each leg. 

Now, as many of my readers are aware 
—whether they admit it or not—few 
operations are more difficult than the 
creasing of a pair of trousers between 
mattress and bed-spring. Four hands 
would make it easy enough, but, in 
default of more than two, the teeth (to 
hold the trousers in position) and at least 
one foot (to keep the mattress up) must 
be employed.

If soldiers were politicians they 
might say it was like the last war—soldiers 
had to fight and die, but civilians must not 
have their sacred right to say ‘‘No”’ taken 
away. ‘What this gallant, but somewhat 
unthinking, nation wants,” he said, “is not 
the muzzle-load of party strife, but the rapid 
fire of new ideas, schemes and plans to help 
to win the war, however iconoclastic they may 
he, and however much they may offend former 
associates or supporters. 

Praising the Prime Minister’s ‘‘ master 
mind” in the direction of the war, Earl 
Winterton said that somewhere in the coun- 
irv there would have to be found a ‘‘ Lloyd 
George,” to do what Mr. Lloyd George did 
on the home front in the last war. 


STRIPPED FOR VICTORY 


Mr. Seymour Cocks (Labour) said that the 
nation must be stripped for victory if it was 
not to be stripped in the field. He thought 
the time had come for the Prime Minister 
seriously to consider whether a change in the 
present control of the Foreign Office was not 
desirable in the interests df the country.

R. HUGH DALTON, British 
Minister of Economic Warfare, 
declared to a Press Association re- 
porter yesterday that the British 
blockade is working well, and that 
Germany is growing uncomfortably 
short of certain commodities. 
“I would re-state,’’ he said, “ that 
it is my opinion that the enemy will 
be in a difficult situation in regard to 
oil within a period of months, and 


not years ”’ 
“TI have been saying that since last July, 
on the assumption that the Air Force continue 
their good work, as they are doing and will 
do; that we continue to dominate the Eastern 
Mediterranean, as we shall do, and that the 
enemy actively continues the war.” 
Mr. Dalton said he had checked the situa- 
tion with his experts at frequent intervals. 
“I think the economic pressure we are 
exerting is constantly turning the balance in 
our favour. The conduct of economic warfare 
is, however, a slow business, and must be 
stimulated and assisted by various other 
factors if we are to end the war in our favour 
within a reasonable time. That it will so 
end I have never doubted. 
“ Since I have been Minister of Economic 
Warfare we have constantly imposed new 
shortages on the enemy to the detriment of 
their war effort.’ 
Mr. Dalton said that the oil, rubber and 
copper which the Germans obtained in the 
occupied countries had now been used up, and 
the Germans were back where they were six 
months ago. 


AT END OF LAST WAR 


Discussing the oil situation, he pointed out 
that at the end of the last war the Germans 
had still one million tons when they put their 
hands up, but it was awkwardly situated. A 
similar situation was possible in this war. 
“ When the enemy total reaches the distri- 
butional minimum,”’ he explained, “' they will 
be in difficulties, because an unexpected act 
of wer or internal difficulty which had not 
been taken into account would land them in 
serious local difficulties. ' 
“- I don’t think that the Germans have yet 
reached this distributional minimum, but they 
are moving towards it, and the margin 
between what they have now and this 
minimum is diminishing as a result of the 
efficiency of the Royal Air Force attacks on 
supplies, storage and transport system, and 
the disappointing supplies obtained from 
Russia.”’ 
Moreover. in this war Germany had over- 
run wider areas and, therefore, there had to 
be a wider distribution. In addition, there 
was much greater mechanisation of both 
military and civil life, and, in his view, 
throughout the German areas stocks in 
existence were smaller now than at the 
beginning of the war. 
“Oil,” he said, “is the most important 
part of economic warfare, for, if Germany 
runs short, she must stop fighting.”

POWERS AND OBLIGATIONS 


———— 


SENATOR KEANE said that in movin 
the motion he claimed to be making use o 
proper Parliamentary methods. Frequently 
when during the passage of a measure 
through that Parliament the Government 
had been criticised cn the ground that it 
was taxing arbitrary and wide powers, the 
reply -had been that the citizens had the 
protection of Parliament, and that at any 
time the citizens considered these powers 
were abused the matter could be raised in 
Parliament. He was- acting on that prin- 
ciple that day. 
Nobody would deny that in times like the 
present the Government, even in countries 
not at war—probably even more eo in neutral 
countries—must have exceptional powers. 
Those exceptional powers implied corres- 
ponding siliatibns--obligations to exer- 


this country. To revise the announcements 
di deaths of Irishmen, no matter where they 
die, was an unreasonable power of censorship.

Senator FRANK MacDERMOT seconded the 
motion, and said that he did not propose to 
move an amendment which he had tabled.

He was brought into contact with the 
censorship directly every week. The first 
thing he would like to say was that there 
had been nothing in such contacts to arouse 
personal antagonism. On the contrary, he 
would like to pay tribute to the invariable 
courtesy and Eo Ár of the officials with 
which he had to deal. He thought, however, 
that it would be nothing short of a miracle 
if the powers of censorship were not exercised 
unreasonably under present conditions. 

One great need in connection with the 
censorship was that the principle under which 
it was conceived should be ay oe by 
the Government and assented to by Parlia- 
ment, and that there should be some parlia- 
mentary control of the Minister for Co-Ordina- 
tion of Defensive Measures in regard to cen- 
sorship. There was no other department of 
the Government that was carried on in such 
complete secrecy and with such absolute 
power of control. He did not believe that 
the people of the country knew the extent of 
that power or the ruthlessness with which it 
was applied. One of the most important rights 
which they could possess was the right of the 
citizen not merely to express his. opinion 
about public affairs, but to try to persuade 
his fellow-citizens to his view. That ought 
not to be abrogated even in war-time. ' 


PARLIAMENTARY CONTEOL 


He agreed that it should not be open to 
them to give away military secrets, the dis- 
closure of which would imperil the safety of 
the country, and that seditious language: must, 
not, be tolerated. He agreed that, the censor 
had a right, to keep language within bounds 
of moderation and try to keep the political 
temperature low, so to speak, but was it right 
that at any stage the people of this country 
should be actually prohibited from making 
their views known to their fellow-citizens. 
Parliamentary debates should not be cen- 
sored unless there was an indiscreet dis- 
closure by some member of some military 
secret. If democracy meant anything at all 
the people in the Dail and Senate should be 
free to express their opinions to their fellow- 
countrymen, He advocated some form of 
parliamentary control, such as the committee 
suggested in his amendment. He had no 
doubt that there were some angelic elements in 
the character of the Minister for Co-ordination 
of Defensive Measures, but he did not feel 
complete confidence that these elements would 
not at some time be subordinated to others. 
He had observed that as time went on the 
censorship got tighter and tighter.

QUESTION OF STAFFS 


Newspaper staffs suffered very considerable 
inconvenience by the hours they had to work 
and the Censors staff had to meet them at 
these hours. Most of this work was “ hot 
news” work and had to take place from 10 
p.m. to 2 a.m. During those hours respon- 
sible officials were not available unless they 
were taken out of bed. The officials on duty, 
according to his information, were junior 
officials, and, naturally, unless the matter 
was of grave importance, they did not want 
to rouse their seniors. The Press was loath 
to insist that matters should be referred ‘to 
some higher authorities at these hours, and 
the natural tendency of junior officials was 
to play for safety and not take a risk. One 
of the major causes of this trouble was the 
personnel. He did not want to make any 
personal attack on the Censor himself—he was 
a civil servant appointed by the Minister 
who had to go according to his own lights, 
but he thought the Minister made an 
unfortunate choice in that selection.

A TEN-YEAR PACT, by which 
Hitler evidently hopes to assure 
and increase his war supplies from 
Rumania, was signed in Berlin yes- 
terday, says Reuter. - 
Under the agreement Germany is 
to give Rumania long-term credits to 
develop her industry and agriculture, 
German technical aid is to be made 
available, and private investment of 
capital by Germans in Rumania will 
encouraged. 

On her side, Rumania undertakes to de- 
velop and extend her communications with 
Germany, including railways, roads and oil- 
pipe lines. 
umanian goods are to be sold to Germany 
at fixed prices, independent of economic crises. 
The agreement, says an official German 
announcement, was reached in talks which 
General Antonescu, the Rumanian leader, had 
with German officials when he visited Berlin 
recently to sign the Axis-Japan pact. 
Germany's signatory yesterday was Dr. 
Clodius, the German economic expert, whose 
efforts to obtain economic concessions from 
Rumania before the war will be remembered. 
M. Gracianu, the Rumanian Minister to Ger- 
many, was the other signatory. 


THE TEXT 


The text of the agreement read :— 

In order to bring about the economic re- 
construction of Rumania on a comprehensive 
ten-year plan the Rumanian Government ap- 
plied to the German Government for their 
support and co-operation. The German 
Government declared themselves willing to 
rant technical and financial support in all 
elds of economic life for the restoration of 
Rumania. To give practical effect to this the 
two Governments have agreed as follows :— 
(1) During the period of the ten-year plan 
Germany will grant comprehensive long-term 
EN under special conditions for its execus 
ion. 

_ (2) The existing co-operation for intensify 
ing and raising production in agriculture and 
forestry will be continued. 

Germany further undertakes to provide 
within the framework of the treaty equipment 
and machinery necessary for the development 
of Rumanian agriculture, as well as the 
capital needed for the draining of marshland 
and the irrigation of agricultural areas. 

(5) With a view to the systematic pro- 
motion of industrial production in the frames 
work of the new economie order in Europe, 
Germany, in co-operation with Rumanian in. 
dustry and in accordance with the ten-year 
plan, will place her technical and financial 
aid at Rumania’s disposal. 

(4) Under the ten-year plan Rumania will 
develop and extend her means of communica- 


i lines—to Rumania’s natural economie 
markets, within the framework of the new 
European order. 

Germany will provide supplies within the 
framework of the credits in order to carry 
out this plan. 
(5) Germany declares herself willing, in 
addition to the long-term credits, to place 
capital at Rumania’s disposal for the develop- 
ment of Rumanian industry, and the bank 
and credit system on the basis of private 
economic co-operation, after consultation 
beforehand with the Rumanian Government, 
and in accordance with the conditions of the 
agreement concerning the co-operation of 
German and Rumanian capital. 


FOR GERMAN TRADE 


(6) The German Government places agricul- 
tural, industrial and other experts at the 
disposal of the Rumanian Government, in 
accordance with Rumania’s wishes. 

(7) Both Governments will pay due regard 
in their political and trade relations with 
each other to assuring that Rumanian pro- 
ducts are disposed of on the German market 
at fixed prices independent of economic 
crises, and that the importance of the 
Rumanian market for German trade will be 
increased. 

(8) Both Governments note with satisfac- 
tion that German-Rumenian co-operation has 
already begun in all fields. They are deter- 
mined to assure the fruitful continuation 
of this co-operation in the interests of both 
peoples. 


NEW ORDERS FOR OIL 
INDUSTRY 


FOREIGN-OWNED FIRMS 
TO SUFFER 


Two decrees were announced yesterday by 
the Rumanian Premier, General Antonescu, 
providing for the expropriation of Rumanian 
oil properties and the seizure of vessels owned 
or used by companies with Jewish stock- 
holders. and developing the policy of attack 
on foreign-owned businesses carried on since 
the fall of the Carol régime, says Associated 
Press. 

The first decree authorised the expropria- 
tion of all oil-pipes, lines, pumping stations 
and reservoirs, and all the property on which 
they stand. The seccnd, decreeing the seizure 
of all Danube barges, tugs, tankers and sea- 
going ships, owned or used by companies 
with Jewish shareholders, was interpreted as 
an attack on British and American oil com- 
panies. . 

The fall in daily oil production of the 
Rumanian oil fields since the summer from 
1,700 tank cars to 1,400 tank cars—officially 
announced yesterday—was stated to be due 
to inability to transport the full production, 
but informed circles declared that the dis- 
orders in Rumania were mainly responsible.

ASSOGIATED PRESS. 


BERNE, Wednesday. 

Ribbentrop and Count Ciano, the German 
and Italian Foreign Ministers, and Laval, the 
French Vice-Premier, were mentioned as the 
likely participants in another Axis conference, 
which diplomatic sources in Berne declared 
to-day was imminent.

“NOT GETTING THE 
TRUTH ” 


Mr. J. G. DOUGLAS said he thought that 
there was a very wide impression abroad that 
things were happening inside the country, 
which in fact were not happening, and he 
believed that was due to the impression that 
all kinds of things were being censored. He 
could give the House at least six different 
versions of what Mama about “ Roly 
Poly.” Almost the whole of Dublin knew 
something about it, and it would have been 
far better to have allowed a reasonably 
full and correct version of it, and allow the 
thing to slide into oblivion, than to have 

eople still talking about the mystery of it. 

he very fact that the censorship was placed 
in the hands of the Minister for the Co- 
Ordination of Defensive Measures suggested 
that the object of the censorship was for the 
defence of this country. Whether it was an 
external or domestic matter not related to the 
defence of the country, he did not think it 
ood policy, or right or constitutional, that 
it should be censored at all. He would not 
be surprised if the Minister took the line that 
there was nothing to debate, because there 
could be no censorship of purely domestic 
matters, but that all the matters discussed 
were liable to have an effect on our defence. 
He frequently went to the North of Ireland, 
and frequently was puzzled by the position, 
whereby quite a number of matters relating 
to domestic affairs—reports of which did not 
appear in papers in this country—were fully 
poblished in papers in the six counties, and 
appeared there in a form which he did not 
think was in our interest. It would be far 
better from our point of view if those matters 
had been published in Southern papers, which 
were read in the North. The principle under- 
lying censorship should be to prevent the 
ublication of all the matters which re- 
fuctantly had to be prevented, but the more 
that could be allowed to be published the 
healthier the country would be. The danger 
at present was due to the impression among 
all parties that the people were not getting 
the truth. 


VERY DANGEROUS 


Professor M. TIERNEY said that the over- 
riding principle of censorship surely should 
be the safety of the State, and whether the 
matter was domestic or not, where the safety 
of the State was concerned, the powers of 
censorship should be used in the interests 
of the community. He had been told that the 
principle observed was that only what the 
Censor permitted could be published. If that 
was so, it was a very Civil Service reading of 
the principle, and it was very dangerous; 
and, if the Minister and his Department took 
extreme powers of that kind, and acted as if 
anything that appeared appeared only by 
their consent, they were doing something that 
serious consequences for the 
country in the long run. 

A complaint that he had heard was sympto- 
matic af the danger in the present situation. 
A friend of his who wrote a review of a book 
dealing with recent Irish politics wrote :— 
“If ever the time came for a monument to 
be set up to the authors of the Constitution 
of Eire he hoped that the Duchess of Windsor 
would not be forgotten.” That sentence was 
omitted from the review by order of the 
Censor. It might be debated as to whether 
it was good taste on his part to write it, but 
it would be very hard to establish that a 
sentence like that could have any bearing on 
public safety. It illustrated the danger that 
an Official or a Minister’s department might 
allow their own political prejudice or taste 
to influence them in such an action. 

They had examples in recent history of how 
too strict censorship had helped very largely 
to sap the morale of the country in which it 
was exercised, 


MUZZLING THE CONSCIENCE 


"Professor ALTON said that he realised, 
and was fully conscious of the terrible re- 
sponsibility that lay on the Minister in these 
days. He realised that the office of Censor 
was a difficult one; one that was bound to be 
criticised from every quarter, and that it was 
very necessary at the present time. He 
realised that they had to forego, to some 
extent, the freedom of speech which the Con- 
etitution guaranteed to them under certain 
conditions. & 

But, there was a danger in censorship. The 
safety of the State was of importance, but 
there was the safety of the souls of their | 
citizens depending on it, too. There was a 
tendency for the censorship to muzzle the 
conscience, and it created a feeling of in- 
security. One felt one was moving in an 
atmosphere of whispers, of fears and rumours 
here, there and everywhere on the wing. It 
was not wishful thinking, but often fearful 
thinking, that was characteristic of people 
to-day. Civilisation, such as they knew it, 
had got as one of its greatest foundations 
freedom of speech, right to freedom of 
thought and of conscience, and they should 
do their best to preserve that. He did not 
say they had gone as far, or anything near 
as far, as other countries, but there was 
always the danger of censorship being pressed 
too far. His impression was that at present 
they were going too far in regard to censor- 


ship. 


SERIOUS TIMES 


Mr. McELLIN said that they were living 
in abnormal! times, and, that being so, it was 
far better for censorship to err on the side of 
safety than to err on the side of taking a 
gamble on any issue, internal or international.

THE MALLOW RIVER 


STORY 


Mr. FRANK AIKEN, Minister for Co- 
ordination of Defensive Measures, said that 
he agreed with Senator Tierney when he 
stressed the need for caution in censorship, 
and that there was inherent in censorship a 
danger of going too far. [t was fifteen 
months, he recalled, since the powers 
of MEN were given to the 
Government by the Dail and Senate. 
During that time some billions of words had 
passed through the Censorship department, 
and while the blue pencil had to be used 
occasionally, he thought it was a tribute to 
the censorship staff, which had worked at 
such high pressure, that all the complaints 
that could made against them was what 
had been trotted out in that debate. 

Senator Keane’s motion did not come for- 
ward secretly. He had got the advertisement 
of putting it down and withdrawing it several 
weeks ago,-and those who had read that ad- 
vertisement, if they had had any grievance 
sent them to the Senator. They could take it 
that wanting to make the best possible case 
for his motion, Senator Keane had given them 
the cream of the cases he had received. 

“I am prepared to deal with the cream of 
the complaints one by one,” the Minister said. 
“Unfortunately, I am under this disad- 
vantage, that I have to think of the situation 
that might be created if I replied to some of 
his remarks as I would like, but nothing 
would give me greater pleasure when this 
war is over and if Senator Sir John Keane 
and I are alive to have a debate on censorship 
and on what has happened.” 

Continuing, the Minister said that if he

SCARE STORIES 


Senator Keane’s big complaint was the pre- 
vention of a report on the poisoning of fish 
in the Mallow River. The report had, in 
fact, appeared in one Irish paper, and an 
attempt was made to send out of the country 
a version of the poisoning of these fish. The 
facts were that a couple of dozen fish were 
poisoned by the Mallow Beet Factory, and 
that an effort was being made by the Depart- 
ment of Fisheries to bring pressure upon the 
Sugar Beet Company to cure that. The 
report that was leaving this country was that 
ten miles of river was choked with fish, and 
that you could walk across the river on 
their backs, and that for years nobody might 
ever go near the Mallow River to fish. A 
Censorship Department, Mr. Aiken said, 
yielded to the temptation to stop that sort 
of nonsense. It might have gone a little bit 
too far. He was not denying that. But it 
vielded to the temptation to stop that story 
for twenty-four hours until the Department 
of Fisheries would tell the whole truth about 
it. They had experience in this country for 
a very long time of certain scare stories, 
which would do this country, or portion of 
it, irreparable harm, being sent out by 
irresponsible people who were not profes- 
sional journalists at all. 

“Taking them on the whole,” eaid Mr. 
Aiken, ‘‘the professional journalists in this 
country are honourable men, who think of 
their country, and do not want to do the 
State any harm, and would not earn a few 
pennies by trying to do it down. There are 
some people ii) this country—and we have got 
tabs on them fairly well this last year or two 
a are not professional journalists, and 
yet they are prepared to send any story out 
of this country, no matter what it is or how 
untrue it is, no matter what damage it may 
E this country, simply to get a íew pence 
or it.”” 

If this story ahout the Mallow River had 
got out, this lie had got, a twenty-íour hour 
start on the truth, it was felt that it would 
have had a very bad effect on the people 
along the river who earned their livelihood 
on fishing. 

“There should be some way of dealing 
with irresponsible statements of this kind,’ 
said Mr. AIKEN, “and I think in ordinary 
times we should have some law by which a 
man who did a deliberate thing like that 
svould be ‘axen by the back of the neck and 
gives a couple of bags in jail.” 

In connection with a complaint, by Sir John 
Keane relating to a letter contain agri- 
cultural statistics bei sent abroad, Mr. 
AIKEN said that he did not know what this 
letter was, and he had not yet been able to 
trace it. If was not a domestic matter, 
and these agricultural statistics were alwéys 
published here. He could say, however, 
that,. as the devil could sometimes quote 
Scripture, people who wanted to cause | 
trouble could send a letter abroad and twist 
statistics around.

out of the censorship.”’ 


KEEPING TEMPERATURES 


DOWN 

There was no exact yardstick, the Minister 
said. The thing that seemed to rankle with 
‘some editors was not the fact that some little 
word was cut out, but that there was a censor- 
ship at all. On the whole, the censorshi 
staff and the newspapers had got on very well, 
indeed, and the newspapers had co-operated 
with the censorship. 

In reply to Senator Hayes, the Minister 
said that the Chief Press Censor was respon- 
sible, both to him and to the Chief Censor. 

Continuing, the Minister said it had been 
stated that more freedom was allowed in other 
neutral countries than here. He could quite 
Imagine that that was so, even in belligerent 
countries located less dangerously than this 
country was. It was all a matter of geography. 
The desire here was to allow as much freedom 
as they could, compatible with keeping the 
country safe. They were operating the censor- 
ship to keep temperature down internally and 
to prevent it rising between themselves and 
other countries. They had to remember that 
propaganda was now one of the most import- 
ant weapons of war—a weapon on which more 
money and brains were being expended than 
on some of the vital arms of the armed forces. 
Nowadays, if nations wanted to keep out of 
war they had to be nentral in their words 
as well as in their deeds. He had never 
refused to see anyone on the question of 
censorship; if any editor was aggrieved, he 
could Em get in touch with him. It was 
true that there was a natural tendency to go 
too’far, even in censorship, but he thought 
that they had been doing all that men could 
do to fight that tendency, They tried to use 
the blue pencil as little as possible, and unless 
a matter affected the safety of the State, 
either in internal or external matters, it was 
allowed to go through. 

Senator MacDERMOT—I remember some 
months ago the Censor closing down on a 
reference to the desirability of a National 
Government in this country, Why should 
that be? 

Mr. AIKEN—Well, I forget the particular 
instance. It might have been associated with 
another idea which was not guite so innocent. 
But, however, I forget. 

Senator MacDERMOT—Well, it was not in 
this particular case. Take the trifling thing 
about the Duchess of Windsor? 


CITIZENS’ RIGHTS 


The MINISTER said that Senator Mac- 
Dermot had asked that the principle of

censorship should be promulgated and 
assented to by Parliament. Parliament had 
assented: both the Dail and Senate had 


agreed to give the Government powers of 
censorship. 

Mr. MacDERMOT—I am speaking of the 
principle on which it should be exercised. 

INISTER—I have explained it. There 
are individuals like Senator MacDermot, who 
represent practically nobody but themselves 
(I am not saying that with any offence), and 
they think that the rest of us should be 
governed by them.

MALAHIDE

TRIBUTE TO LADY 
TALBOT’S HOSPITAL

: MAGNIFICENT motor ambulance, 
A resented to Lady Talbot de Mala- 
hide by Messrs. Alec and Richard 
McAllister, motor engineefs, Malahide, 
bee cp Dublin, was formally 
over to Mr. Justice Conor Maguire, 
President of the Irish Red Cross Society. 
Later the Central Executive re-assigned the 
ambulance to the Malahide sub-branch.

Presenting the ambulance on behalf of the 
brothers McAllister, Lady Talbot de Malahide 
spoke of the events which had led up to its 
construction, and referred to the work for 


| the Red Cross which is being carried on in the 


district. The formation in Eire of a branch 
of the International Red Cross, she said, 
seemed to her the opening of a door through 
which could pass together people of every 
type and every belief into a kind of no man’s 
land, where charity could be practised with 
a new dignity, and where the rule of help 
your neighbour would triumph over 
differences of opinion. She became keenly 
anxious to be associated with the Society 
in some way, because she felt that the Society 
must owe its success, not only to that 
splendid group of people who gave, and were 
giving, so much of their time to its cause— 
its Executive Committee—but also to the 
“a pa efforts of ordinary members like 
erself. 


A GENEROUS GESTURE 


When a call for ambulances went out some 
months ago, she continued, Mr. Richard 
McAllister made a very generous gesture. He 
offered her an ambulance built by himself at 
his own expense, if she would accept it as a 
gift, to be worked in as best she could with 
other plans. The other plans revolved around 
the idea of providing attention for the 
wounded in large houses near to where they 
might fall. There were two very large rooms 
at the Castle, Malahide, and 25 beds and 
equipment were bought for them. People 
rallied to. the idea. Although the preliminary 
arrangements were her private affair, a com- 
mittee was formed to take charge should a 
state of emergency really send wounded into 
the beds. The doctors came forward like 
trumps; ladies with nursing experience 
offered to help, and others offered to do any 
work that was necessary. Things progressed 
smoothly, and finally a room was equipped, 
almost on the lines of an operating room. 

She was greatly helped by the ladies who 
had been working all the year at the Red 
Cross Work Dépét at the Castle. Other 
friends made. stretchers. Meanwhile Mr. 
McAllister was working hard at his ambu- 
lance. Finally events took a new turn, and 
their own sub-branch of the Irish Red Cross 
was established in Malahide. Since she knew 
that the ambulance made by Mr. McAllister 
—which had materialised into a far more per- 
fect and useful vehicle than either he or she 
had originally in mind—could never be as 
widely useful as her private property, they 
both agreed that they would like to see on 
it the grandest of all symbols—the Red Cross 
—and that it should be presented to the 
Society. The ultimate result of Mr. 
McAllister’s own individual and wonderfully 
generous action reacted around them. In fact, 
she felt certain that on every square yard 
of this lovely country seeds had been sown 
by kindly actions, courteous words and 
generous impulses, which, if they could be 
cultivated with care and fertilised with 
generosity, could blossom into a future in 
which the weeds of selfishness and bitterness 
would find no room to live. Since she looked 
upon the. ambulance as a symbol of that 
belief, it gave her more happiness than she 
could ever express to present it, on behalf of 
Messrs. McAllister, to the Irish Red Cross 
Society. 


MR. JUSTICE CONOR 


MAGUIRE’S TRIBUTE 


Mr. Justice Conor Maguire said that he had 

heard of the work being done in Malahide 
even before the Red Cross Society was estab- 
lished. Since thenshe knew how the workers 
had been inspired by Lady Talbot's 
enthusiasm. That day he had visited the 
castle and had seen for himself the magni- 
ficent work which had been done. He con- 
fessed himself astonished. The casualty 
station set a far higher standard than 
that of any other branch. It demon- 
strated what could be done by local 
effort where was a genuine anxiety 
and enthusiasm, properly inspired 
and guided. Malahide Rag see had made 
no appeals of any kind to headquarters, and 
no requests, except this one—to accept the 
present of an ambulance. It gave him dis- 
tinct pleasure to recognise the magnificent 
work done in Malahide, and to applaud it. 
Malahide had set a standard so high that 
others hardly could hape to reach it. He 
hoped, however, that others would do some- 
thing to approach it. 
The crowning achievement on the work 
done by the Red Cross-minded people of 
Malahide was the contribution by Messrs. 
McAllister, who | ad made the extraordinarily 
generous gift of an ambulance. The Society’s 
own ambulances were of simple construc- 
tion. That presented by Messrs. McAllis- 
ter was something far beyond anything 
that had been given to the Society pre- 
viously. The value of the contribution to the 
Society must be about £400. Ambulances 
similar to this one would, indeed, be wel- 
come from any part of the country. He 
gratefully ven Ae the gift.

The jury assessed damages at £800, and 
judgment was given accordingly, with costs, 
in favour of Michael Quinn, bookmaker, 
Auburn street, Dublin, in his action against 
Patrick Donohoe, another bookmaker, also of 
Auburn street, for injuries suffered when Mr. 
Donohoe’s motor car, in which he was coming 
from Coollattin Point-to-Point Races, crashed 
into a ditch at Ballytore, County Kildare, on 
April 17th last. 

The only issue for the jury was the assess- 
ment of damages. 

It was stated that Mr. Quinn’s neck had 
been broken, and that the upper part of his 
body, from the neck down, had been in 
plaster of paris for thirteen weeks. 

Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Roe, K.C., and Mr. P. J. Nugent (instructed 
by Mr. Patrick F. O'Reilly), appeared for 
Mr. Quinn, said that there was a popular 
impression that very few people who got a 
broken neck survived, but Mr. Quinn had 
survived. 

Mr. Quinn stated in evidence that he was a 
“ course’’ bookmaker; and he estimated his 
average weekly earnings over a year at £8. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lavery, K.C., who, 

with Mr. Costello, K.C., and Mr. Felix 
Sherry (instructed “by Messrs. James 
O'Connor and Co.), appeared for Mr. 
Donohoe, he said that he did not always 
attend race meetings near Dublin, because 
there might be a good “ flapper ’’ meeting in 
the country. A good bit of work was done 
at ‘‘ flapper ” meetings, and he wished there 
were more of them. . Competition was too 
keen at Dublin greyhound meetings, and he 
had given up betting at them after two 
rears. 
, On the day of the accident, he had been 
clerking íor another bookmaker. A payment 
of £1 a day was the minimum for clerking, 
but as much as £5 were made. He had paid 
as much as £8 to a clerk at a Fairyhouse 
meeting on one occasion.

ARCHITECTS’ FEES 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE BLACK.) 

The hearing of the action concernin 
architects’ fees arising out of alterations an 
additions to the a District Menta 
Hospital, brought: by William L. Ryan, Gleat- 
worth street, Limerick, against Patrick J. 
Sheahan, O’Connell street, Limerick, and 
Clare County Council, was continued. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., Mr. Moriarty, K.C., and 
Mr. Pigot (instructed by Mr. N. P. Shee) 
appeared for Mr. Ryan; Mr. J. M. Fitz- 
Gerald, K.C., Mr. Michael Binchy, K.C., 
and Mr. Liston (instructed by Messrs. P. 
T. .Liston and .) appeared for Mr. 
Sheahan; and Mr. Costello, K.C., Mr. Charles 
S. Campbell, K.C., and Mr. Danaher (in- 
structed by Mr. P. F. Moloney) for Clare 
County Council. 

Mr, Campbell, opening the County Council’s 
case, said that the whole matter would 
appear to be one of a priyate dispute between 
two architects as to their respective .shares 
of the fees in connection with the hospital 
scheme. There was, he submitted, very little 
in the statement of claim which associated 
the County Council with the transaction at 
all as a liable: party. It was not for the 
Council to inquire into the business relations 
between Mr. Ryan and Mr. Sheahan. As 
far as the Council were concerned, Mr. Ryan 
bad ‘faded out of the picture’’ from May, 


Mr. Campbell submitted that where a con- 
tract had existed between two parties and a 
new contract had been substituted for it the 
original contract was.discharged, particularly 
where a third party was introduced into the 
new contract. On those grounds he asked the 
Court to hold that the action was unsustain- 
able as against’ the Council and to dismiss 
them from the proceedings. 

Mr. Justice Black intimated that he would 
prefer to hear the Council’s case outright. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 


to-day.
